1 am  advertized  to  preach  thi* 
evening  a special  sermon  to  salqr*. 
Notice  the  proposition,  please — a 
sermon  to  sailors,  not  a sermon  ithout 
sailors,  not  a sermon  on  beliall  of 
sailor',  but  a sermon  ?<.  sailor*  : and 
therein  I think  lies  somewhat  ot  a 
difficulty.  It  would  be  compara- 
tively easy  to  preach  a sermon 
about  sailors  to  a congregation  ot 
landsmen,  because,  if  1 made  mis- 
takes they  would  not  know  it.  and 
if  I knew  little  they  might  know 
less.  Hut  I am  down  to  preach  to 
sailors,  and  theretore  I ask  the  gen- 
eral congregation  that  is  here  to 
boar  this  in  mind,  and  if  1 do  not 
seem  to  be  speaking  much  to  you.
